Los Angeles Cal, March 2 tepeend l- 
Senator William Lorimer of Inno was de- 
nounced by Theodore Roosevelt today before 
an audience that packed the Temple audi- 
torlum. Probably 4,000 persons cheered 
wildly the denunciation of Lorimer. 

Mr. Roorevelt led up to his comment on 
Lorimer by speaking in approval of the re- 
cent action of the California legislature in 
declaring in favor ot the election of United 
states senators by popular vote. 


Lorimer Product of Evil. 

“IT call your attention,” Roosevelt. 
“to two or three queer features connected 
with the vote in the United States senate. 
Mr. Lorimer of Illinois stays in the senate 
because the senatore—who are no longer 
senators—when they had only forty-eight 
hours moze to serve, said he could continue 
after they had left. A majority of the pres- 
ent colleagues of Mr. Lorimer who voted én’ 
that day voted against him. He was kept 
in bis se¢t by the senators whom the people 
had deciced.they no longer wanted to see in 
the senate of the United States. 

“And again the statement was made in 
debating the proposed amen¢ment to provide 
for the election of United States senators by 
popular vote that we would destroy the char-' 
acter of the United States seriate if we al- 
tered the present method of sr a senators 
Good!“ 


“System” Fights Direct Vote. 

“ Now, I will call your attention to two 
facts in the vote: Of the members who voted. 
against and defeated that proposed amené- 
ment fivée-sixths showed the kind of attribute 
they wished to see in a United States senator 
by voting in favor of the retention of Mr.

Good Done by Referendum in the 
Other States Is Told at 
‘Springfield. : 


tur STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield; II., March 22.—[Special.j-—De- 
spite the efforts of the Lorimer-Lee O'Neil 
Browne faction in the Iliinofs legislature, 
United States Senator Robert L. Owen of 
Oklahoma today addressed a large mass- 
meeting and told of the advantages of the 
initiative and referendum. 

The only thing of which the Lorimer allies 
can boast tonight is that the meeting—a 
public hearing by the judiciary committee— 
was held in the old Supreme court chamber 
instead of in the hall of representatives. 


Other Speakers at Meeting. 

The other speakers at the nieeting were Ed- 
ward F. Dunne of Chicago, Robert Eaton of 
the [llincig state grange, and John C. Rich- 
berg, representing thé Civic federation of 
Chicago. The first three mentioned epoke in 
favor of the Initiative and referendum, while 
Mr. Richberg spoke in opposition to it and 
in favor of the proposed revenues amendment 
to tpe state constitution. 

Mr. Dunne said the immediete adoption of 
the Initiative and referendum is of far greater 
importance than the revenue amendment of 
the constitution, He cited the successful 
working ‘of the plan in South Dakota, Mis- 
souri, Utah, and other states, including 
Oregon. 

Mr. Eaton sald there now exists a political 
crisis in Llinois, and that asin previous situa- 
tions of this character, the common people 
were the only ones who could settle it. The 
farmers demand that boodling and jackpois 
be banished from our legislation. 


Speech Made by Owen. 
Senator Owen was introduced by Chairman 
Holaday. Senator. Owen said the question of 
the initiative and referendum is a fight be- 
tween organized greed and the people, pro- 
ducers of the wealth of this country. He re- 
lated: the experiences which preceded the 
adoption of the initiative and referendum in 
Oregon. 

He said that the great wealth being piled 
up by Individuals under machine politics and 
corruption is lead thousands of families 
to ruin and decay,iand in addition hundreds 
of thousands of other ambitious ones who

GOITER CAUSE OF INSANITY 
~ AMONG SCHOOL CHILDREN? 
Medical Authority Asserts Fright 


Often Causes Disease, Treatment 
of Which Advances. 


That goiter is a prominent factor in in- 
sanity was brought out at the regular meet- 
ing of the Chicago Medical society in the 
Northwestern university building, following 
a paper on Goiter Among the Insane 
by Dr. Alexander Werelius. 

Dr. Werelius produced his data through an 

examination of 4,184 cases of inganity at 
Dunning and Kankakee, carried on by him- 
self and Dr. C. G. Rydin: He asserted there 
was an enormous number of goiters among 
the school children of Chicago, although an 
investigation in the public schools was de- 
nied him. 
»The subject has been treated poorly,” said 
Dr. Werelius, “and lest radical methods of 
surgery will be used in the future. The dis- 
ease is common in children and in the dogs 
of Chicago. Itseldom is found in cats. Many 
deathe are due to it.“ 

Melancholia, ideas of persecution, and defi- 
cient mentality were given as some symptoms 
of goiter, Overindulgence in coffee drinking 
was given as one of the causes by Dr. Frank 
P. Norbury. One of the chief causee is 
fright. ¥2 . Bae 
Norbury told of a dase of a young 
woman, suffering, from a slight attack of 
goiter, who became frightened at the shoot- 
ing of a cannon on the Fourth of July. She 
became delirious soon after, with constant 
tossing, increasing temperature and a great- 
ly an gland, and dled in, a few hours.

So intimate were tre relations between the 
two that Colleran’s office was Burke's head- 
quarters in the city hall, and there he could 
be found when be was not in the mayor's 
office. In the déteciive department Colleran 
was absolute. Frincis O'Neill, who was 
made chief of police when public demand 
forced Joe Kipley's retirement, did not ap- 
prove of him, but that did not bother Col- 
leran. 80 long as he satisfied Burke—and 
in satisfying Burke he satisfied the mayor— 
he could snap his ‘fingers at the chief of 
police. 

Complaints of pratection of criminals by 
the detective departtnent became so insistent 
that Tun Trisune went to work. Its investi- 
gations developed the Featherstone ” and 
the “ Dunlap” casefl, one close on the heels 
of the other, and tiese developments were 
the undoing of Colliiran. Even Burke could 
not protect him afte them. 

The Featherstone case came first. Harry 

Featherstone was a hotorious criminal, who 
had been in two penitentiaries and just then 
was wanted for a holdup case on the north 
side. He had beer) arrested and indicted 
for it, but had givin bail, and jumped his 
ball. Political frümnds on the north side 
were accused of having squared things with 
his bondsman. The sheriff's office, however, 
was looking for hin, and sent notices to the 
various sheriffs and police officers through- 
out the country. 
"The siteriff of Fayette eomnty, Ia., notified 
Collerar*that Featherstone was within his 
jurisdiction, and asijed if he should arrest 
him: In answer Colieran sent him this let- 
ter: 

„ Chicago, March 15, 1901.—R. Thomas 
Esq., Deputy Sherif’ West Union, Ia. —Sir: 
Relative to Harry Featherstone. He is not 
wanted in this city at present. Is a man 
who wil] bear watching. 

L. P. Couumeran’ Chief of Detectives.” 

This letter was sent in face of the fact that 
at the time it was.mailed Deputy Sheriff 
Morrison of the shetiff’s office had been in 
Colleran's office. to git his aid in apprehend- 
ing Featherstone. and Colieran had told bim: 
“T guess you will find him somewhere on the 
north side.“ 

Sixteen days later Sheriff Morrison also 
heard—from outside sources—tbat Fegther- 
stone Was in Lowa. and he went there after 
him posthaste He found him still. in fancied 
security, in West Union, brought him back 
to Chicago, and put him on trial for the 
‘offense for which Colleran had told thie Iowa 
authorities he was noi wanted. He was con- 
victed and sent to duet for a twenty year 
term.

This coin was 
not loose in the box, but was all wrapped up 
in paper cartridges such as are used by banks 
in sepa com and each cartridge was 
ed „B.“ with the initials of the cashier 
of the robbéd bank. The proof that the 
mohey had come from that bank was positive 
and coupled with Dunlep’s known reputation 
as a bank burglar—he was already several 
times a convict—w overwhelming. Dun- 
lap's own comment the coin was turned 
up was: It's almost enough to hang me 


en.“

Cuthane and Conick took their man and 
their evidence to detective headquarters, 
where Celleran took charge of the case. He 
took into his own possession the cigar box 
with its incriminating evidence and ordered 
Lieut. Rohan to book Dunlep at once. 
This Rohan forgot to do. He was afraid of 
a release on straw bail before the Iroquoise 
county people cauld get here. Instead he 
notified Sheriff Martin of that county to come 
at once, that he had the man who had robbed 
the Wellington bank. 

Martin responded promptly and after some 
trouble got his prisoner safe in the county jail 
in Watseka. Then he came back to Chicago 
to get the evidence to be used on his trial. 
This Colleran refused to give to him. Finally 
the Watseka sheriff appealed to ‘the chief of 
police and after considerable trouble the 
cigar box with ita silver contents was handed 
him dy Colleran. . But when he opened it 
came the surprise. 

The $156 was still in the box, but the payer 
wrappers om which were the initials of the 
bank cashier and which identified it as the 
money which had heen stolen from the robbed 


bank had all been removed and destroyed. 


The silver coin was loose in the box and there 
was nothing to show where it had come from. 
The most convincing part of the evidence 
against Dunlap had been done away with. 
Detectives Culhane and Conick, who, along 
with t. Rohan, knew the condition of the 
box’s contents when it was handed to Cob. 
leran, did not attempt to suppress their as- 
tonishment. It was a bolder attempt to de- 
stroy evidence than they had ever known 
before, veteran policemen as they were. They 
spoke out in meeting and declared somebody 
had been tampering with their case Col- 
leran declared he knew nothing about it, but 


it was shown by indisputable evidence, not 


only that the paper cartridges enclosing the 
coin were intact at the time the box was 
given him, but that it had never been out of 
his possession and that he had only surrend- 
ered it finally under direct orders from the 
chief and etter a refusal on his own part. 


In epite on this W eee of evidence, Dun- 
lap was convicted by an Iroquois county jury 
and is new in the penitentiary and the Col- 
leran case finally got before the civil service 
commission on formal charges. John W. Ela 
at that time was president of the commission 
and he had a reputation to sustain. Colin 
Fyffe, then an assistant corporation counsel 
under Charles M. Walker, was assigned toe 
the prosecution end the trial took several 
days. 

THE TRIBUNE presented the evidence in 
the ‘Featherstone and Dunlap cases, as well 
as some testimony as to falsification of ex- 
pense accounts from which Colleran had 
‘profited, and the story ot Carles M. Fiegen- 
bush, wanted in Chicago for crime and ar- 
‘rested in San Francisco. This case was sim- 
ilar to the Featherstone case, Colleran hav- 
ing told the California officers Piegenbush 
was not wanted in Chicago, pete bite cn they 
released him. 

The commission promptby found Chiterdn 
guilty on all charges and ordered him re- 
moved from the force. When Mayor Harri- 
son learned of this verdict his comment was: 

“I have kept out gf this matter from the 
stad and I have nothing to say now.“

saw it from an upper window of the same 
house. 

Who these witnesses are Mr. Smith sald 
he couldn't say at present. 

Felonious assault was the original charge 
against Ulrich that Dr. Washington made in 
the police station after his West Sixty-third 
street experience. When the case came up 
in the west side court on Tuesday the felony 
charge had been changed to one of simple 
assault and Ulrich was let go in $500 bail,

attorney gets it, runs this way: 

Mrs. Ulirich’s little girl is Dolores Aivares. 
She is the daughter of Mrs. Ulrich’s former 
husband, a men of Spanish birth and of the 
name of Alvarez, from whom she is sepa- 
rated. In a letter Dr. Washington got from 
A. W. Abbott, agent of the Children’s Aid and 
Protective Society of the Oranges, in New 
Jersey, it was sald Ulrich’s right name is 
Henry Adam Ulrich, instead of Albert, and 
that he Had a wife in Orange who had a court 
order directing Ulrich to pay for her support. 

Alvarez, so the story goes, had threatened 
to take hie child away from the fat in which 
his wife was living as Mru. Ulrich, and the 
woman feared he would do it. 

Two or three Weeks. ago, ‘Lawyer Smith 
says, Alvarez appeared with A negro at her 
door and said he was going to take Dolores 
away. The mother locked herself in with the 
child, and presently Alvares and the negro 
departed. She told Ulrich about the attempt- 
ed *kidhaping,” and bot of them were on 
guard against another demonstration.

Case a Remarkable One.

Appealed to Club Before. 

At the time of their summary dismissal the 
doctors appealed to the Woman's club, but 
no action was taken at that time. They 
wished Mrs. Edgar G. Sisson, chairman of 
the reform department of the club, to invite 
the members of the board of managers 
(which is subordinate to the board of trugtees 
and is composed exclusively of women), 
which had ousted’ them to a Mary Thomp- 
son hospital meeting.“ concealing the pur- 
pose of the meeting. 

Mrs. Sisson refused to call the meeting ex- 
cept as an open conference, and the matter 
was dropped.

Mr. Dunn took occasion to make the follow- 
ing recommendations for changes in the 
present county civil service law: 

A sixty day limit to temporary appointments, 
as in the present city law. As those who have fol. 
lowed the history of Mr. Bartsen’s several score 
ef ‘‘ emergency '' appointments know, there is 
no such limit in county civil service. 

Compulsory trial for men suspended. Under 
the present law a man may deny the charges and 
yet have no trial unless he specifically demands it, 

Abolition of the ** requisition system "hy which 
civil service is evaded. Men are put at work erbi- 
trarily and are paid by sending a bi for eo much 
‘labor,.”’ Thie bill ie paid by a requisition put 
through the department of public service.

TAXICAB FARES HIGH ENOUGH. 
The taxicab companies wish to charge 

higher fares and are asking the consent of 
the council. It should be refused perempto- 
rily. The rates allowed now ate high 
enough. The legal charge is 60 cents for 
the first mile and 10 cents for every quarter 
of a mile thereafter. Experience proves that 
drivers do not collect jess than the maximum 


of the distance traversed and collect more 
than they should. 

The companies allege that they cannot do 
a profitable business with the rates what 
they are. That is not because they are so 
low, but because they are so high. There 
would be far greater use of taxicabs for 
short as well as for long distances, and 
especially the former, if the charges were 
ent somewhat. It is by no means certain 
that if they were increased the companies 
would make more money. They would 
drive away a certain number of customers. 

They should withdraw a petition they 
never should have presented and try the 
experiment of lower rates. They would find, 
as gas companies have, that it increases 
business. Also, if they were to instruct 
drivers to be more careful there would not 
be so many taxicab accidents and such 
heavy bills for damages and repairs.

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HE real Lady Broome (whom I style 
thus to distinguish her from the bogus 
“Lady” Brome, who landed in jai! 
at Santa Barbara, in California, a 
couple of years ago), has just died at 

her home in London, in Eaton terrace, at tne 
advanced age of 80, after a rather remarka 
Lie lite. 

Daughter of W. G. Stewart, colonial secre- 
tary, and for a time acting governor of 
Jamaita, where she was born, she was mar- 
ried in 1852 to Col. Bir George Barker of the 
Rcyal artillery, who distinguished himseif 
in the Crimean war and in the Indian mutiny. 
He died in 1860, and five years later she be- 
came the wife of the late Sir Frederick Napier 
Broome, in New zealand. 

Tossessed of the gift of writing, she used 
her leisure to produce a book entitled Sta- 
tion Life in New Zealand,“ which met with 
such marked success on its appearance tn 
England that she was invited to write letters 
from New Zealand for the London Times. 
Broome, who was the son of a Shropshire 
village rector, emigrated af 15 to New Zea- 
land, where be learned squatting and sheep 
farming. 

„ 

His sheep farming came to grief, and 
thereupon Broome and his wife went to Eng- 
land, where, through her influence, he was 
enabled to join the service of the London 
Times. : 

Assigned to report the wedding at S5'. 
Petersburg of the late czar’s only sister to 
King Edward's sailor brother, Alfred Duke 
of Edinburgh and of Coburg, his stories gave 
o much satisfaction in royal circles in Ens; 
land that he was, through court influence, 
provided with a post in the colonial service. 

He was sent to Natal as secretary to Lord 
Wolseley, when the latter went to South 
Atrica as high commissioner; then was ap- 
pointed te the Mauritius, first as coloniai 
secretary and afterwards as lieutenant gov- 
ernor, eventually receiving promotion to ta. 
governorship of western Australia. 

It was while holding the latter position 
that he was knighted for his services and died 
in the antipodes, leaving his wife and chil- 
dren so badly off that the sympathies of the 
crown were invoked in her behalf, and that 
she was granted by the prime minister a 
civil service pension of $1,000 in addition to 
the one which she already enjoyed as the 
widow of Col. Sir George Barker. 


From that time forth she maintained her- 


self largely by writing, and was also for a 

time lady superintendent of the government 

School of Cookery at South Kensington. 
_ 

Lady Broome was a most entertaining con- 
versationalist, and her store of anecdote was 
inexhaustible. She used to tell how, whe. 
in New Zealand, she was invited by the gov- 
ernor to @ ball at the government house at 
Christ Church, and how a Mori chieftain, 
‘*‘ faultlessly clad in evening dress, but with 
@ terribly tattoeed face, had danced with 
her. 


„He never made a “single mistake In any 


part Pant he had seen the top couples do 
first,’ she said. It was a set of lancers, anc 
when it was over 1 told the interpreter I was 
astonished to see how well Te Henare danced. 
This little compliment was duly repeated 
to him, and I could not imagine why the in- 
terpreter laughed at the answer. Te Henare 
was most serious about it.

I knew Lady Broome well, and also Sir 
Frederick Broome, who died in 1896, amd there 
is no connection whatseever betwedh them 
and the soi-disant “‘ Lady Broome,” who was 


tent to prison out in California owing to her 


refusal to comply with the orders of the 
courts in connection with the accounting aad 
administration of the estate of her late hus- 
band, who is said to have died in . and to 
lave been Lord Broome. 

It was added te the reports that ho left an 


estate in California and several children, in- 


cluding two sons, named Thornhill and 
Montagu, and a daughter of the name of 
Amy, who were fighting with one another for 
the property. 

Now, whatever the value of the property, 
which went by the name of the Guadalasca 
ranch, in Ventura county, the fact remains 
that there hag never been, at any rate in 
modern times, a Lord Broome; that tne 
woman who styled herself Lady Broome in 
California had no vestige of right to thai 
form of address, and that the only authentic 
Lady Broome was the kindly old lady with 
the prolific pen, who bas just died at the age 
of 80 in London.

Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Speciai.}— 
The Democratic organisation in the new 
house of representatives is plannifig to deal 
not only with reciprocity but with tariff 
revision and all other legislation for which 
there is a popular demand. The word has 
gone out that all parties concerned should 
make preparations for a long, arduous ses- 
sion, lasting probably until late in the sum- 
mer. 

This ia the upshot of negotiations that have 
been going on between Representative Un- 
derwood and the house Democrats on one 
side and Senator Murray Crane and mem- 
berg of the penate Republican steering com- 
mittee on the other. 


Republicans Are Rebuffed. 

Mr. Crane and his associates made the 
edvances with a proposition to limit the 
work of the extra session to reciprocity and 
the statehood of Arizona and New Mexico. 
The Republicans want a short session and op- 
pose tinkering with the tariff. 

The Democrats would not listen to the 
proposition. Mr. Crane was informed the 
new leadership in the house would make no 
promises, but would go into extra session 
ready to tackle as wide a range of legisiation 
as would come before the regular session. 

The president will send m a message con- 
etituting an appeal to pass the reciprocity 
treaty and provide for a permanent tariff 
commission, but to leave tariff revision until 
the regular session, by which time the tariff 
board will be ready to submit recommenda- 
tions. The Democrats propose to ignore the 
executive and follow their ideas of giving 
the public what it wants. 


Democrats Face Squabbles. 
The indications are the Democrats will 
be involved in squabbles when the session 
opens. Representative Fitzgerald of New 
York was definitely designated today by the 
Ways and means committee for the chairman- 
ship of the appropriations committee. Rep- 
resentative Adamson of Georgia has been 
selected tentatively for chairman of the in- 
terstate commerce committee. Both are re 
actionaries. 

In the senate the time honored rule of sen- 
jority’ is having a hard fight for preserva- 
tion. If seniority prevails Senator Du Pont, 


the powder manufacturer, will become chalr- 


man of the military affairs committee. It 
is contended it would be onen for him 
to accept.

'—Jack Johnson, heavyweight champion of 


the world, submitted to an X-rgy picture be- 
ing taken of his skull today and it required 


more than five minutes for the electrical rays | 


to penétrate the heavy cartilege covering the 
champion's skull and make a picture on a 
plate. The surgical savants present mar- 
veled at the thickness of Johnson's ekuli, 
which measures from one-half to two-thirds 
of an inch. 

From five seconds to fifteen seconds only is 
required to penetrate the average man’s 
skull.
